performing a preregistration by 
evaluating the relative positions of 
components of the print image 
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controlling a drive of two rollers directly involved 
in a printing process so that, 
at least during a period of time, the rollers have different 
circumferential speeds

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adjusting, by the control unit, a desired print line 
of the printing plate on a material web lying on one 
of the two rollers
